the best-informed

Nixon’s forthcoming trip to Mos- | 
cow in July will add about 10,000 
miles to the 279.647 he already 
has 
logged 
since 
Ja n u a ry 
1953, 
when he took office. 
Although Nixon's penchant for 
getting around in the world falls 
short of form er S ecretary of State 
John Foster Dulles’ 560,000 miles 
of total travel, Nixon has visited 
m ore countries—54 to Dulles’ 46 
Nixon also has been in five U. S, 
possessions. 
Nixon's first-—and longest—o v e r ­ 
seas official tour cam e in his first 
y ea r as vice president. That 70 
day trip in 1953 took him through 
large areas of the Middle East 
and Asia. 
The July trip to Moscow to open 
an American fair there will be 
Nixon’s first venture behind the 
Iron Curtain. He has hit the edges 
during visits to Austria and Ger 
m any, and in various 
countries 
in Asia. 
There is no doubt in adm inis­ 
tration circles that Nixon will get 
the red carpet treatm en t in Mos 
cow.

When he ran for governor a sec­ 
ond time in 1954 Herter piled up 
a 75,252 margin over his opponent 
even though he was running as s 
Republican in a year when Dem ­ 
ocrats seemed to be ruling the 
roost. 
Herter was an early backer of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for Presi­ 
dent. And in 1956 he agreed to 
return to Washington, as under­ 
secretary of state. 
Meanwhile, during his decade 
on Capitol Hill, as well as earlier. 
Herter had become known for his 
activities in foreign relations. 
Herter is reputed to have a tre­ 
mendous capacity for 
absorbing 
and retaining information. 
Herter, like Dulles, also likes to 
travel. There is some doubt among 
State Department aides, however, 
that the new secretary will fly 
overseas as frequently as Dulles 
did as secretary. 
Instead of trying to do every­ 
thing himself, Herter has a repu­ 
tation for delegating authority. 
Assistants say he avoids trying

Rather he prefers to get people 
to work out and talk out their 
differences. 
But when Herter thinks patience 
is no longer a virtue, he makes a 
decision and tells the others about 
it, aides say.

blocks. They cite an apparent re- j 
vival of confidence this year as a 
sign that investment by Ameri­ 
cans is picking up and say that 
much talk of building plants here 
is under way. 
There is even some hush hush 
talk 
between 
American, 
Italian 
and French auto firms on joint 
production of a small car. 
Still the Italian government is 
disappointed. It counted on getting 
the major share of American in- I 
vestment by firms moving into the 
common market area. This is the 
aconomic union of Italy, France, 
West Germany, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg, which in time 
will remove all trade barriers be- ; 
tween themselves and present a 
united tariff wall—of as vet un­ 
specified height—to the rest of the 
world. 
American plants within the six- 
nation area presumably would en- ; 
joy all the benefits, while those 
outside would find increasing com­ 
petition in trading in the area. 
Italy 
c i t e s 
as 
advantages: 
Cheaper labor costs, growing con­ 
sumer markets here, and cheaper 
transportation costs to the increas­ 
ingly important 
markets of the 
Middle East. 
But Belgium, for one, stresses 
lower taxes and other special in­ 
ducements and the high skills of 
its workers. 
Italian central banking officers 
think Americans were scared off 
for a time by France’s troubles 
in Algeria and later by the Berlin 
crisis, both potential upsetters of 
common market high hopes. 
But private bankers cite special 
Italian problems. One is the large 
amount of government owned in­ 
dustry, dating back to Mussolini’s 
days, often in competition with 
private industry 
They also point 
to government interest in protect­ 
ing local firms from competition 
with giant 
American companies 
which 
might come here. 
The pharmaceutical industry is 
an e x a m p l e 
The government 
doean’t w’ant any but firms with 
new products not yet made here to 
come in 
Italy, for instance, a1 
ready makes all the penicillin it 
needs and Italy has about 1,200 
small drug companies to protect.

careful watching The current sea 
bion may provide important clues 
lo the immediate future of Red 
Chinese policy. 
The 
parliament

platform from which the Peiping 
regime will announce changes at 
its 
top level. 
The 
personalities 
involved in the changes — which 
the parliament will endorse unani­ 
mously — can be a guide to the 
outside 
world 
in 
plumbing 
the 
mysteries of Peiping policy and 
politics 
Will Red China now begin to 
throw her weight around in Africa 
and the Middle East as well as 
Asia’ Will she apply /brakes to the 
more unrealistic aspects of her 
economic program 9 Will she pur­ 
sue a more fire eating policy than 
ever with respect to the United 
States? 
Such questions arise in the light 
of Mao Tze-tung s decision to give 
up his government post as chair 
man — equivalent to the presi­ 
dency — of Communist China. At 
65. Mao will retain his job as Com­ 
munist party chairman, but it is 
likely his health has been failing 
and that he will retire more and 
more to the background. 
A few days ago Peiping radio 
announced that in the latest full 
meeting of the Chinese Communist 
Central 
Committee, 
“the 
candi 
Hades for the leading state posts 
were confirmed.” The implication 
was that a number of changes are 
to be announced — perhaps a fair­ 
ly large scale shifting of top per 
sonnel. 
There is m u c h talk 
that old 
Marshal Chu Teh will succeed to 
Mao’s government post 
There is 
also a possibility that the job will 


J go to the present premier, suave 
Chou En-lai. If this should come 
about, it would indicate Red China 
is increasingly anxious to join the 
big power club and 
make her 
weight felt at top levels in world 
councils. Chou’s wide diplomatic 
experience would fit in with such 
a goal. 
There are other candidates for 
the government chairmanship, in­ 
cluding veteran Communist theo­ 
retician 
Liu Shao-chi 
O t h e r s 
whose careers should be watched 
include such men as Marshal Ho 
Lung, economist Chen Yun and 
Foreign Minister Chen Yi, all vice 
premiers now. 
If Ho Lung should rise to new 
prominence 
in 
the 
government, 
one might well look for increased 
Chinese interest in such Middle 
East areas as Iraq and even in 
African areas. Such interest, in­ 
deed, might even clash with Mos­ 
cow’s. 
Should 
Chen 
Yi become 
pre­ 
mier in place of Chou En-lai, it 
might indicate a tougher and more 


reckless approach to th* flonfUct 
with the United States over Na- 
Dona ll si China and th* offshore 
! islands. Chen Yi is a notoriou* 
fire-eater with regard to “ libera­ 
tion” of Formosa. 
But a step upward for Chen Yun 
could indicate a milder policy and 
even • backing away from th* 
super-ambitious goals of the eco­ 
nomic program. It might hint at 
I a tendency to avoid too risky ad­ 
venturing 
in

international 
arena. This is a course the Soviet* 
might welcome, since Peiping bel­ 
ligerence at the wrong time can 
J have grave repercussions for th* 
Kremlin. Chon Yun is regarded a* 
strongly pro-Moscow. 
It matters little who become* 
chairman of government in Pei­ 
ping. The Communist party will 
still run everything. But the choic* 
of personalities to fill top govern­ 
ment positions can be im portant 
as a fairly reliable barometer for

In the wake of one of the worst 
winters in years, state conserva­ 
tion men are going ahead with 
their trout planting program pret- j 
ty much on schedule. A stretch, of 
good w eather In recent weeks im ­

particularly 
in

southern Lower Peninsula 
Planting began in late March. 
If the w eather holds up. about half 
a million trout, most of legal size, 
will have been released by the end 
of April, T hat’s about 25 per cent 
of the total for a norm al year. 
Of that early planting, nearly 
250.000 will go into waters of the 
southern Lower Peninsula, about 
180.000 in the area north of the 
Bay City-Muskegon line and 
the 
rest in the U pper Peninsula. 
Over the whole season, however, 
about half of the two million trout 
to he planted will be released in 
the northern Lower Peninsula and 
roughly 25 per cent in the other 
two regions 
Mostly 
because
